Killarney Murderer’s 
Confession. 


Killarney, Man., 
rence Gowland, the self confessed 
murderer of Georgina Brown, receiv- 
ed his preliminary hearing before 
Magistrate Shannon here today. Ow- 
ing to the weak condition of the pri- 
soner the trial was held ina room 
in the hospital, Only the witnesses 
and the press reporters were admitt- 


ed to the room, John Brown, bro- 
ther of the murdered girl, was the 
first witness, and testified that the 


prisoner made a confession to him on 
Thursday night, admitting his guilt. 
Constable McFarland also swore that 
he was present at the time of the 
confession, and that it was reproduc- 
ed in writing in his presence and 
signed .by the prisoner, This docu- 
ment was produced ‘and read, it was 
as follows : 

“Last Wednesday I was plowing 
for oats, about noon TI came © into 
dinner, had dinner and went out and 
sat on the veranda. Georgina came 
out and called me an English brat. 
Jack was going to town. When Jack 
had been gone about ten minutes 1 
went up stairs. It was about ten 
minutes after one, I had my boots 
and stockings off. I took my razor 
with me, 
the south window on the floor. 
went in and took hold of her, and 
started wrestling with her. She got 
me down and took razor from me. 
{ got razor back and cut her throat 
with it. While she was wrestling 
with me, the razor broke, and I lost 
tt, and could not find it. I wanted 
then to find a razor to cut my. own 
throat but could not find one. I 
went down stairs to find Jack’s raz- 
or, but could not. I got butcher 
knife, took it up stairs and laid 
dewn on the bed. I then went in 
room above kitchen and made a Cig- 
arette; then went into my own room 
and commenced cutting my throat, 
and then went and lay down on my 
own bed and finished cutting my own 
throat. Then I put the knife on the 
I could see Jack 
coming when I cut my own throat. 
He was about a mile away coming 
home. I was sorry after I cut Geor- 
gina’s throat, and thought I would 
cut my own, I ravished Georgina 
once after she was dead.” 

“At conclusion of reading of tnis 
confession, Gowland was committed 
to stane trial.

Lethrbidge, May 29.—Coal commis- 
sion heard the evidence of the miners 
employed in the Galt mines here: to- 
day. The men expressed their views 
very freely. All the questioning was 
done by the commissioners, and the 
witnesses ‘were allowed to offer all 
the ‘stiggestions they desired... Hon. 
W. H. Cushing was present during 
the day, and followed the evidence 
very closely, . y 

The first witness at the morning 
session was John McTaggart, an em- 
plaoyee of the Galt mines for twelve 
years, He seemed to be generally 
satisfied with the conditions in the 
mines, though he declared the venti- 
lation Was not as good as it ought 
to be in the rooms. During the past 
four years there had not been any 
serious accidents in the mine, He 
was paid 30 cents an hour and work- 
ed ten hours a day. J. Berte work- 
ed ten hours a day and his wages 
averaged from $40 to $50 a month. 
S.A.B. Crabb, a second boss’ gave 
the most important evidence. His 
wages, he said, ran from $72 to $74 
a month. He has had twenty years 
experience as a miner and had 
worked in England, India and Af- 
rica. During the past six years here 
there has not been a fatal accident 
in the mine. Any accidents that did 
occur were usually accounted for by 
the fact that many men in the mine 
were new to the business. Powder 
smoke was one of the worst things 
to be contended with by the work- 

men, 

The system of paying wages at the 
Galt mine was complained about, 
two «weeks wages being held back, 
and a new employee having to work 
a lull month before he was paid a 
cent of wages. Mr Crabb contended 
that the men should be paid for the 
coal they turned out before it was 
screened, not after. He also held 
that timbering should be paid for se- 


parately. On the question of hours 
Mr. Crabb recommended an eight 
hour day. He said that the men

THE BYLAWS 


The vote on yesterday’s bylaws 
was, taken all in all, quite satisfac- 
tory, and in accord with the expres- 
sion of opinion frequently heard on 
the street and on Monday night. 

That the Bailey Soap bylew, as it 
is generally known, would be defeat- 
ed was a foregone conclusion and it 
is rather surprising that 57 votes 
were recorded in its favor in view of 
the unanimous expressions of oppos- 
isition to it heard among the citizens 
The reasons for this opposition are 
several, the first and best is that the 
people are generally op,.osed to don- 
using or the granting of special fa- 
vors to any person or firm as an in- 
ducement to establish a business, It 
appears unfair to those who have 
by their own exertions alone estab- 
lished themselves in business. The 
ratepayers of Strathcona by yester- 
day’s vote have placed themselves as 
viewing in a general way with  dis- 
approval the granting of bonuses and 
the industry that receives any spe- 
cial consideration from ‘the city will 
have to submit a proposition with 
exceptional merits. 

Another reason that weighed a- 
gainst the bonus bylaw was that too 
much was asked for the resp jnsibili- 
ty assumed by the intending manu- 
facturer. It would have been better 
if Mr. Bailey had undertaken to pay 
debenture interest throughout the 
whole currency of the loan. In that 
event the corporation would not have 
been paying interest for another’s be- 
nefit. 

Another thing that helped defeat 
the bylaw was that it was never ful- 
ly. understood by the people, and no 
-organization existed in its favor. And 
it is as well that this was go . While 
this city wants and will  wel- 
come industries, it does not want mor 
does it need to buy them. 

The other bylaws met with appro- 
val. While it is true that 27 votes 
were recorded against the city hall 
and 40 against the market site, the 
majorities by which they were car- 
ried gives the city council an unques- 
tioned mandate to proceed with the 
work of acquiring the properties. 

The hospital bylaw may be said 
to have carried unanimously, as only 
six votes were polled against it. The 
unanimity of opinion among the rate- 
payers on the expediency of estab- 
lishing a hospital at the earliest pos- 
sible date is greatly to their credit. 

The percentage of votes cast was 
not large comparatively with the 
number on the list but the vote as a 
whole was thoroughly representative 
and those who exercised the franchise 
comprised the highest average of ci- 
tizenship in intelligence, in judgment, 
and in stability. 

There were 153 voters who record- 
ed 295 votes, while in Edmonton on 
‘he vote for a very much larger ex- 
penditure there were only 70 voters 
who recorded 153 votes, so that a 
comparison of the. interest displayed 
in the respective cities is largely in 
Strathcona’s favor. 


Railway Crossings In 
Strathcona, 


The following letter received by Mayor 
Mille from Superintendent Jamieson of 
the C.P.R. was read at the Council 
meeting Tuesday evening :— 

“Referring to our conversation when 
in Strathcona a few days ago about a 
street crossing somewhere between 
Whyte and Oliver Avenues; on looking 
ata plan on my return here I find that 
acrossing at McDonald Avenue would 
be better for the railway than one at 
Lumaden Avenue, as McDonald Avente 
would practically be crossed by one 
track, while Lumsden Avenue would at 
least be crossed by four tracke. Further, 
our property north of McDonald Avenve 
can be used for local delivery tracks and 
spur track accomodation as the city 


develops, as it is now considerably 
devoted to anch use, 

I trust, therefore, that the crossing at 
MeDonald instead of Lumsden Avenue 
will be satisfactory.”

The first business taken up was 
the selecting of a constitution and 
rules. The rules of the amateur as- 
sociation were read and few changes 
such as would be necessary by  dif- 
ferences_of this. country from other 
portions where the game is played, 
were decided upon, 

Article 3, section 8, was charfged 
to read that each club should pay 
the expenses of its delegates to the 
annual meeting. 
~A-section was added to article 
as followa: 

‘Members of the council residing 
out of the city or town where a 
counci] meeting is to be held = shall 
be allowed toward expense of attend- 
ing the meeting the sum of five cents

per mile, one way, and hotel ex- 
penses.”’ 
Article’ 6, section 2, reads: ‘‘An 


amateur is a person who can qualify 
under rule 18 of the rules of lacrosse 
as adopted by the Alberta Amateur 
Lacrosse Association.”’ 

In case of the council having to 
make investigation of any protest or 
trouble the chairman of the council 
will inflict a fine of twenty-five dol- 
lars on the club which is decided to 
have been in the wrong to defray ex- 
penses of the investigation. In case 
expenses do not reach the amount 
the balance will be returned. 

‘Article 18, section 1, was altered 
to read; ‘‘Clubs shall make their 
annual returns, stating the names of 
the officers and all active members in 
good standing to the secretary, and 
pay their dueé to him on or before 
the day of the amnua] meeting each 
year. ‘‘Any club failing to pay up 
its dues on or before the day of the 
annual meeting shall de fined $10.” 

Section 2, of the same article, was 
changed to read: ‘‘Membership dues 
for each club will be $25, to be paid 
in before the annual meeting.”

CUT WORMS IN THE FIPLDS AND 
GARDENS. 

Bearing in mind the enormous dam- 
age that was done by cutworms last 
spring, it will pay the farmer and 
garden owner to give a look to their 
crops as early as possible after they 
are sown and at any rate just as 
soon as the small plants begin to 
appear., The parent moths or mil- 
lers were not very numerous last 
fall so that probably the cut womns 
will not be nearly so plentiful this 
spring as they were last, but from: re- 
ports and from what has already 
been ween in the fields and gardens 
there is still risk of a good deal of 
damage from the depradations of 
these creatures this year. 

These pests are very easily destory- 
ed and the remedy consists in ap- 
plying a mixture of bran and paris 
green to the surface of the ground 
in ei the, cutworms are harbor- 
ing. he creatures came out to the 
surface to feed at night and bran 
seems to be in great favor with them 
as food, and when there is a judi- 
cious mixture of paris green along 
with it thoy are usually quite satis- 
fied with one meal, The mixture 
should be in the proportion of one 
pound of Paris green to 50 pounds of 
bran, although some authorities 
prascribe double the quantity of 
bran to the same amount of Paris 
green, The bran should be mixed 
with sweetened water till it is crum- 
bly, not sloppy, and the Paris green 
dusted on it and thoroughly mixed. 
It may be applied with a piece of 
shingle or even the bare hand if only 
a small quantity is to be used. Many 
farmers found this treatment very 
effectual last year and indeed it is 
now recognized as the standard re- 
medy all over the country wherever 
the cutworms become a pest. 

To prevent disappointment in the 
cabbage patch every plant should be 
protected by .a screen of paper twist- 
ed on the stalk just above the roots 
and loosely enfolding the leaves. This 
forms an effectual barrier to the cut 
worm, is easily applied, and does 
10t interfere with the growth of the 
cabbage.
